Constance embarks on a trip to find a young man who had been in 
her father's employ and had stolen a large sum of money. She almost succeeds 
when suddenly all traces of the young man are lost. It is at this stage of her 
search that she arrives at the exclusive little town of Tuxedobrook. Recalling that 
her mother's very dear college friend, now Mrs. Delavan, lives here, she decides 
to visit her. She finds the Delavans (really just Mrs. Delavan, for Jasper is a 
scientist, who takes scarcely any interest in the material things of life) financially 
embarrassed. Upon expressing her surprise at this state of affairs, she learns of 
Mrs. Delavan's plucky effort to make Constance's mother, Mrs. Darcv, think that 
Mr. Delavan is wealthy — how she sent the picture of the club house of which she 
is proprietor with the impression that it was her own home. 

Nothing daunted, Constance begs Mrs. Delavan to let her take charge of the 
institution with the hope that she may forget the disappointment of her "detective 
undertaking." 

Soon after her arrival Cruger Blainwood, the son of the leading familv of the 
vicinity, calls at the Delavans. Having seen Constance's yellow car dash by him 
be immediately begins to search for her and finally traces her to the Tuxedobrook 
Club House. He and Constance had met the previous summer, when Cruger had 
fallen madly in love with her. She takes him into her confidence about her under- 
taking and requests that he bring his mother, the social leader, to tea next day, 
in the hope that the butterflies of the town, seeing their leader patronizing this 
club, will also flutter through its doors. 

In the meantime a young man, Balph Hastings, exceedingly well groomed and 
of very pleasing appearance, arrives in town. He immediately becomes interested 
in Mildred, although he is already engaged to Fay Blainwood. Mildred, who is a 
young, sentimental and vain maiden, is charmed by Hastings' attentions. 
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On the night of the charity bazaar all the social leaders of the town are as- 
sembled in the Tuxedobrook Club House. Hastings during a little talk with Fay 
accidentally learns that Mrs. Blainwood "holds the purse strings in that family, 
so after immediately disposing of Fay he persuades Mildred to elope with him 
that very night. Nora, who has suspected his duplicity since the beginning, and 
who has been an unseen listener to Hastings' two little chats, signals Cruger. 
With his help she manages to detain Mildred long enough to give herself a chance 
to place a detective at Hastings' car, thus blocking his means of escape. 

Then, by her own cleverness and the aid of Cruger, she calls the unsuspecting 
crowd together and discloses Hastings as the thief of her father's valuables. She 
had found the money in a satchel which Hastings had carried with him every- 
where, claiming that it contained only essays of his college days 

Nora reveals her identity and Cruger informs the group of his and Constance's 
engagement.

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Basketball 

Basketball, heretofore has been only a minor |] or! in the Dei Moines High 
Schools. For many years athletes from North have envied the other schools aboul 
the state, a great majority of whom have been playing oiilsi<lr schools about the 

state and country. Hut this year the Central Athletic Board passed a rule making 
basketball a major sport in the High Schools or Dei Moines. Although there will 

be no outside competition allowed this year it is hoped b\ all athletic tuns that the 
High Schools will be permitted before long to prove their prowesa in this sport 
against other schools of Iowa. 

Last year a series of games were played between North, Kast and West. At 
first North took a tremendous had but later in the season through bad luck and 
poor playing dropped back into second place. The result was West High won the 
series with North a close second and l ast third. As has been the custom for a 

lew years a cup was awarded for aportsmanship and North succeeded in taking 
this. 

This year basketball is a major sport and in addition to the regular series be- 
tween the three schools, a varsity team will be picked from the plavers competing 
in tile sei ics and a tournament will be held between the varsity of each High 
School. This plan greatly raises the interest in basketball as ii reveals which 
school has the best players regardless of size. It also proves which school would 
be able to hold its own the best of any against outside competition and will give 
some idea as to the ability of Des Moines schools against others. 

At the ( lose of the football season a call was sent out for basketball pla\ers 
alter which teams were formed and practice was begun. The time was short and 
because of gymnasium facilities North did not have time to perfect the playing 
of its teams as well as was desired but when the season opened her rivals found 
that North was more than able to hold her own. This year the same as last we 
gained a big lead but this year (according to our plavers) it is for good instead 
of to be lost as last year. 

Basketball is a sport that requires brains, speed, accuracy and endurance. 
Like everything that comes in the favor of a true sportsman, brains play the most 
important part. Many te ;ims have every physical advantage but because thev do 
not use their heads are an easy prey for their adversaries. Every good basketball 
player must possess a mind that will work last and be constantly alert; if he does 
not have this his opponent will be on him before he can pass the ball to a team- 
mate or shoot for the basket. 

Speed is another requisite. A player should be on the offense the minute his 
team has the ball, he should also be on the defense as soon as the opposite side gets 
it.

He must have an accurate eye for the basket for on his accuracy 
depends the number of points he may make. He must possess endurance that he 
may he able to light 'till the last whistle is blown. It is a great tax on anyone to go 
at top ipeed from 30 to 40 minutes, therefore a player must have endurance. Last, 
but most important, he »• v [ be a hue sport In other words, must play clean and 
lair, and he must light and keep lighting until he Is entirely "out," then he must 
tight some more. I hese are a few of the things most necessary for a good basket 
ball player. 

The material at North this year is much better than usual. The men have had 
more experience and are showing better work on the offense and defense than in 
other years. Of course, the other schools have also improved but North has the 
StUfl ' and if they fight as every North High athlete can the\ are sure to win.
